A SPOILED CBIED. 


~ San Francisco has experienced para 
extraordinary good fortine, and has 
been built up by such wonderful ad- 
vantages that she has been educated 
into business habits which would ren- 
der her unable to compote for ot 
ness if she in close pro 
imity to any of the great olla athe 
East. On the discovery of gold io 
California she sprang at once into an 
important position on the map of the 
world, and grew into a large commer- 
cial city by forces which she could | 
not have turned away if she had tried. 
No sooner had the flow of gold 
fallen off than ‘her valleys began te 
pour in their wheat and wool. Then 
the Nevada silver mines gave her their 
treasures upon which to fatten, and 
now her wine. promises to eclipse all 
of these. Such a support weuld spoil 
any community, and make them feel 
repugnant to the close application and 
severe toil necessary to win a great 
place in mercantile pursuits. The 
time is coming, however, when San 
Franciscojwill lose large postions of 
her interior trade, unless she adopts a 
more enlightened policy. She must 
be content with smaller _ profits, and 
keep her expenses down lower, or St. 
Louis and Chicago will take Nevada 
and Arizona away from her. It seems 
almost incredible that a body of intel- 
ligent business men should resolve 
that the trade of Arizona is not desir- 
able, Owing to the difficulty of collect- 
ing and the danger of losses, and yet 
such was the action there last month. 
If Chicago-merchaats cannot trust Ar- 
izona people they will send agents to 
handle their own goods, and they will 
do the bnsiness and make money. 
San Francisco does less advertising in 
Nevada than the little city of Sacra- 
mento. San Francisco drummers 
come over here and dodge the license 
collectors, sneaking around the back 
doors with their samples in their pock- 
ets. It looks bad for a great city to 
let cities so far away as a Chistes pick 
up business, yet that is what they sre 
doing. A great deal of money is 
going out of Nevada that never sees 
San . Francisco, and the stream is 
growing larger every year.

| low the Deserts May be Improved by 
Water. 


article on the artesian wells of Battle 
Mountain, It says: 
years ago, after the completion of the 
transcontinental railroad, a party of 
Humboldters, among whom were Rob- 
ert McBeth, J. A. Blossom, G. W. 
Fox, J. W. McWilliams, T. A. Rule 
and others owning mines in Battle 
Mountain District and engaged in 
different pursuits along the railroa4, 
and D. H. Haskell, Town-site Agent, 
laid out the town of Battle Mountain, 
which was to be the supply depot 
for the Galena and other mining dis- 
tricts in the surrounding mountains. 
The town-site was supposed to be in 
Humboldt county, though it proved 
to be in Lander. and it had no known 
advantages over any other desert plain 
in Nevada, several stores were built 
there and a fine hutel erected by 
D. Huntsman became an eating sta- 
tion for passenger trains on the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad. An unsuccess- 
ful attempt was made to supply the 
place with water from a spring several 
miles from the town, and water had 
to be hauled from the Humboldt river 
which wihds through the plain about 
a mile from the village. In the course 
of time some of the enterprising citi- 
zens had : 
AKTESIANS WELLS 
bored, and at a depth of from 150 to 
200 feet found water that rose above 
the surface. One of the wells sunk by 
the Nevada Railway Company, deser- 
ves special mention. The water from 
this well rises about nine feet above 
the surface of the ground, and is con- 
veyed in a pipe an inch and a half in 
diameter into a building, and dischar- 
ged on an overshot wheel, using it 
This wheel works a pum 

which raises the water to a teak 
thirty-five feet above the surface from 
which locomotives are supplied, and 
the water is carried in pipes to any 
part of the shops. Another well 171 
feet deep, on J. A. Blossom’s ranch, 
something over a mile from town, 
flows about 50,000 gallons in 24 
hours. Other wells have been sunk 
on Dunphy and Crum's ranches, the 
latter four miles from the village. 
This artesian water, of which there 
appears to be an inexhaustible supply, 


.| will undoubtedly be used for a great 


maniy purposes to which it has not 
yet yet been applied,as it will furnish 
motive power before it is used for ir- 
rigation.

take life. The shocking occurrence of 
Saturday, I think, demands that a 
definition and punishment of assaults 
aimed at high executive officers, 
whether succcssful or not, should be 
made thoroughly rigorous.» The man 
who attempts the life of the Presi- 
dent, if morally responsible, commits 
an offense which the Nation should 
guard against and punish by exertion 
of all the power civilized nations may 
employ. I suggest this as deserving 
consideration. 

My profound sympathies are with 
the President, and with all of you. 
The conflict of reports keeps hope and 
fear striving with each other, with 
nothing stable except the facts, and I 
trust that the worst is past. I wish 
you would express to the President 
my sympathy in this hour, which 
should hush all discords and enlist 
prayers for his safe deliverance. 
Please also give Mrs. Garfield my 
most respectful condolence. Trusting 
all will be well, respectfuly your.
